POULTRY MANAGEMENT 


Winter management is now neces- | 
sary in poultry production. Make; 
sure that your poultry houses are 
closed during cold nights and on 
cold days keep the houses dry and 
free from drafts. 

However, enough ventilation is 
needed to keep the air in the houses 
dry. When moisture begins to form 
on the rafters and right under the 
roof, more ventilation is needed. 

Deep litter during cold weather 
helps; keep the poultry house warm 
and drier. However, to get the 
best results from use of deep lit- 
ter, you must use plenty of venti- 
lation.
